records of the department of ju stice 
after the name of Baldomero Na­ 
varro, who acknowledged no man’s 
law*, and whose deftness with two 
gu ns won him the 
title 
of 
“El 
Maestro“ of Mexican banditry. 
Until a week ago Navarro and 
a few' bold companions roamed the 
mou ntains arou nd Cu ernavaca, de- 
cending to the highway from Mexico 
City occasionally for a holdu p w'hich 
astonished with its daring. Once, 
it is believed, they nearly su cceed­ 
ed in kidnaping Ambassador Mor­ 
row as he drove to his cou ntry 
home in the Morelos capitol. 
Last week federal troops, who 
pu rsu ed him in vain for years, cap­ 
tu red and execu ted three of his 
men. 
There 
followed 
a 
ru nning 
fight W'ith 
Navarro 
across 
mesa 
and throu gh arroya, u ntil a shot 
clipped his horse from u nder him 
and he was captu red. 
He was brou ght to Mexico City 
and qu estioned by federal au thori­ 
ties. 
A long series of crimes with 
which 
the 
government 
connected 
him, ranged from highway banditry 
to the mu rder of Abraham Rosen­ 
thal, American, w'ho was captu red 
on the Cu ernavaca road and pu t to 
death three years ago when ransom 
arrangements fell throu gh. 
Friday 
the 
federal 
au thorities 
tu rned him over to troops of the 
State of Morelos In which most of 
his offenses \vere committed, and he 
was 
started 
back 
to 
Cu ernavaca 
to stand trial and face almost cer­ 
tain execu tion. 
At Tres 
Marias, 
not far across the Morelos state 
line he met death at the hands of 
his captors in a manner frequ ent 
for Mexican bandit leaders, “shot 
and killed while 
attempting 
to 
escape.” 
None of the details was 
divu lged.

Backgammon Continued 
In 
order to 
play 
backgammon 
well, it is necessary to know all 
the chances on two dice, and to 
play them in v arious ways. The 
number of different throws that 
can be made is thirty-six. 
By tak­ 
ing all the combinations of these 
throws which include giv en num­ 
bers, it is easily discov ered that 
blots may be left with the least 
probability of being hit. For ex­ 
ample, to find the chance of being 
hit where a blot can only be taken 
up by an ace; the adv ersary may 
throw two aces, or ace in combi­ 
nation with any other number up to 
six, and he may throw each of 
4hese in two different ways, so that 
there are in all elev en ways in 
which an ace may be thrown. This 
deducted from thirty-six (the total 
number of throws), leav e twenty- 
fiv e; so that it is 25 to 11 against 
being hit on an ace. 
It is v ery im­ 
portant to bear In mind the chance 
of being hit on any number. 
The table assumes that the board 
is open for ev ery possible throw. 
If part of the throw is blocked by 
an interv ening point being held by 
adv erse men, the chance of being 
hit may be less. 
Thus, a blot may 
be hit on an eight with dueces or 
fours, and conseq uently the chance 
of its being hit is reduced from 30 
to 6 to 32 to 4, or fi’om 5 to 1 or 
8 to 1.

by drinking water In abondance If 
it Is to be found. 
In winter, when

eggs are to be produced. 
In summer i.ens exercise almost 
constantly. 
In order to provide ex­ 
ercise in winter, cover the floor 
with straw and then scatter the 
feed in this Utter. 
Have plenty 
of lime, oyster or clam 
shells, 
gravel and charcoal In sepiirate 
hoppers. 
Provide the protein (In­ 
sects) by feeding tankage, meat 
scraps or railk. 
Give green feed In the form of 
cabbage, alfalfa or sprouted oats. 
Mangels make an excellent su'ccu- 
lent feed, but do not take the place 
of leaf or green feed. 
A warm mash, fed about noon 
during November and December, 
stimulates egg production.
